Moral Philosophy, besides being head 
of the department. 

Shortly after his arrival here. Dr. 
Caldwell was elected president of the 
Montreal Philosophical Club. He is 
also a member of the American Psy- 
chological Association and the Amer- 
ican Philosophical Society, and was 
only a few months before the war 
asked to join the Kantian Society of 
Philosophy at Berlin. 

As a writer Dr. Caldwell has done 
much that has won for him a place 
as one of the leading exponents of 
certain phases of philosophic theory 
in the world today. His great work, 
"Schopenhauer's System in Its Philo- 
sophical Significance," was published 
in 1S9IÎ. It created a great stir in 
both continents, particularly in Ger- 
many, where his critical treatise on 
the well-known and wide-spread 
Schopenhaur philosophy was regard- 
ed as epoch-making. 

In 1913 Dr. Caldwell published his 
"Pragmatism and IdealLsm." a work

A lengthy commentary 
on the work that appeared In the 
London "Spectator" shortly after its 
publication, concludes with 'these 
words; — 

"Professor Caldwell Is a lucid and 
well-informed student of thought, 
and he has written a book Which is of 
far greater interest than the mere 
controversial treatise, for it explains 
the origins and circumstances of a 
popular mode of thought. His critical 
work is useful, but his historical ori- 
entation is the more valuable part of 
bis task. No more helpful work could 
be put into t) e bands of anyone w ho 
finds the dispersion and distraction 
of modern though-; a difficult world 
to move In." 

In addition to the above, Dr. Cald- 
well has contributed numerous treat- 
Ues on various subjects of philoso- 
phical and political interest in most 
of the leading reviews on philosophy 
and sociulogy. as for example in the 
"American Journal of Sociology," 
"Mind." the "International Journal 
of Ethics." the "Fhllo&ophical Re- 
view." -The Critical Review," etc.. 
etc. 

An article entitled "The Political 
Outlook as seen by a British-Cana- 
dian," by Dr. Caldwell, appeared in 
the Nineteenth Century of November. 
1913i and was very favorably com- 
mented upon. In an article entitled 
"England and the Empire, - ' contri- 
buted to the National Review In 
March, 1!)10, Dr. Caldwell advocated 
preferential trade within the Empire, 
and also broached the timely and all- 
absorbing question of Imperial Fed- 
eration. This article caused consid- 
erable stir In polKical circles both in 
tilts country and in England. 

Dr. Caldwell's writings are referr- 
ed to In five different places in the 
4th (Nineteenth Century) volume of 
the monumental "Ciescbichte der 
Philosophic" by feberweg-Hcliue. 
i be most, authoritative history of 
Philosophy that has ever been pub- 
lished. Professor Rudolf Euckcn, a 
well-known German thorist and Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy at the Universi- 
ty of Jena, refers to Professor Cald- 
well's "excellent" work upon Scho- 
penhauer in his "Main Currents of 
Modern Thought." 

Prof. William Turner. In his recent 
"History of Philosophy," couples Pro- 
fessor Caldwell's name with 'that of 
Professor William James, of Harvard, 
referring to both as being tbe "chief 
representatives of the New Voluntary 
School of Philosophy In this coun- 
trj-." Prof. Turner, however, gives 
Dr. Caldwell credit for crlticulng 
Prof. James, in that the latter does 
not carry (he principle of voluntar- 
ism far enough. "Prof. Caldwell." 
sa) s Turner, "suggests the adoption 
of a broader metaphysical principle."

Ottawa, March 11.— It Is a curious 
fact that the nation whose soldiers 
used little Belgian children as shields 
to nrcicct them against the fire of 
British, and French euns, the nation 
w-hicu rejoices when bombs dropped 
from Zeppelins kill innocent English 
children, the nation that exulted 
when the bodies of murdered children 
from the Lusltania floated on the 
ocean, is the one which before the 
outbreak of war made "toys for child- 
ren all over the world. There was no 
sentiment In It. The Germans knew 
that every child throughout tho world 
delighted to play with toys and every | Long Service, and 
little girl desired a doll. It ivoa t 
matter of business to supply the uni- 
versal demand. 

In almost every Canadian house- 
hold children played with German 
dolls and toys. Once a year the great 
Canadian department stores and the 
wholesale houses that supply small 
retail stores with toys sent their buy- 
ers to Germany to purchase toys. 
Since the outbreak of the war Ger- 
man goods of all kinds being exclud- 
ed from Canada the large depart- 
mental boutes have found It exceed- 
ingly difficult to get toys to supply 
tho Canadian demand and similar 
conditions prevail tn every country of 
•Ibe British Empire. 

The Department of Trade and Com- 
merce has recently rccci\-od several 
inquiries from England as to whether 
Canadians can supply toys to take the 
place of the German toys now exclud- 
ed from the United Kingdom. 

With a view to encouraging the 
manufacture of toys in Canada bcrlh 
for the home market and for export. 
Sir George Koster has arranged for 
a Toy Conference which will lake 
place In the Royal Bank Building at 
the corner of King and Vongc Sts, 
Toronto, on the 28th of March, begin- 
ning at 10 o'clock in the morning. A 
large number of samples of German 
■toys such as were formerly imported 
into Canada will be on exhibition to 
show Canadian manufacturera what 
the Germans supplied and there will 
be a collection of American toys to 
show what our neighbors in the Unit- 
ed States have been doing -io replace 
German toys. It is hoped that all 
Canadian manufacturers of toys will 
send exhibits to that the exhibition 
will be thoroughly representative. 
There has been a surprising develop- 
ment of ioy manufacturing In Canada 
since the outbreak of the war and 
there are known to be not less than 
twenty-four toy manufacturers in 
Canada at the present time. There 
may be others. All manufacturers 
of children's playthings and games 
arc invited to send exhibits. Moat or 
those now manufacturing toys In 
Canada are making them as a side j 
line, using waste materials, but there i 
are a few concerns that are devoting i 
their entire attention to the manufac- 
ture of toys. While the Toy Confer- 
ence will not open until March 2S, It | 
is desired to have the exhibits in 
place not later than March 21, in or- 
der that everything may be well ar- 
ranged. It is proposed to keep -Uie 
toys on exhibition for about a week 
after the day of the Conference. Ex- 
hibits should be addressed, Toy Con- 
ference. Royal Bank Building, corner 
King and Yongc Streets. Toronto. 

All the large department stores and 
a number of wholesale houses in 
Montreal and Toronto have promised 
•lo send their toy buyers to the Con- 
ference and as most of these toy buy- 
ers have been accustomed to visit 
Germany every year and are ac- 
quainted not only with the require- 
ments of the Canadian market but 
also witfi German methods It is ex- 
pected that they will make practical 
suggestions of value to Canadian toy 
manufacturers and those who con- 
template the manufacture of toy» In 
Canada. 

All Canadian toy manufacturers, 
all department «tores, wholesale 
houses aud retail merchants who 
handle LÔJW are Invited to Bend repre-

Ills np- 
polntmcnt to be Brigadier of tho 12th 
Infantry Brigade, after nearly thjrtv 
years' military service, is regarded by 
his many friends as a fitting reward 
for bis labors, aud yesterday he wus 
the recipient of hearty congratulations 
from bis follow-offleera and friends

HOW SERBIANS HAVE SUFFERED 



The following letters were recently 
received by Uiu mayor of Hamilton, 
Ont., from .Miss Helen Losanilcb, who 
has been speaking in many localities 
in 'the East on behalf of Serbian re- 
lief. These letters have been turned 
over to the press with Hie request 
that they be published to reveal to 
Canadians the great needs of the Ser- 
bian people now driven from their 
country. 

The communication from Miss Lo- 
sanitch describes the conditions in 
Serbia during Ihe retreat as follows: 

"I have no words to express to you 
my deep gratitude for all your work 
for Serbia, and your sympathy for my 
unfortunate people. 1 know you are 
<loing your best io send as much help 
as you can and I want again to plead 
with all my' soul for them, because 
they arc threatened with extermina- 
ion, -the. Serbian people, on account 
f tbe lack of food. There is not only 
starvation among tbe refugees: there 
!*?c cases of starvation among the 
soldiers. 

"There arc already so many of the 
refugees who have perished while on 
their way to escape from the hands of 
the enemy that along the roadside 
where they were fleeing there are 
dead bodies of women and children. 
Some of them starved, others suffo- 
cated in the carts and many of them 
died from exposure to the cold. 

"A most heart-rending incident 
happened when a mother was trying 
to escape with her six children. AI 
the beginning, each child curried a 
small package, but very soon these 
were all dropped, except the mo- 
ther's, which contained food for the 
children. So terrible was the. jour- 
ney that, first one. then another, and 
finally all her chidren perished on 
the way, and the poor woman arrived 
in "the city In a distracted condition. 
Her friends tried In vain to console 
her and to keep her with them. She 
started out to find her husband in the 
trenches. She found him. broke the 
terrible news to him. and asked for a 
rifle with which to s-iand beside him. 
But the man had not even a rifle him- 
self and bis company had no ammuni- 
tion, vi'hen the company began fir- 
ing she did not seek safety, but threw 
herself in front, and in that way she 
was killed. 

Bring- for Serbia's Freedom. 

"If you could only know how the 
[people, including those of social 
standing and wealth, had to leave lite 
country in order to keep out of the 
hands of the enemy. For instance, 
my sister and her husband walked 
over the mountains of Albania be- 
cause they would not take any kind 
of transportation from the weak chil- 
dren and women who were not able 
lo walk. And if you only knew what 
the Albanian mountains arc like — 
most of them six, seven, and ten 
thousand feet high and all covered 
with snow. My mother passed over 
.two mountains about six thousand 
feet high and 'ihey were very steep, 
and as there were no roads, most of 
Ihe time she bad to walk. 

"The Serbian Minister, Mr. Pasiscb, 
for six days, while on his way from 
Serbia to Scutari, had nothing to eat 
! ill dry bread, and Field .Marshal i'ut- 
nik, after four days of driving his 
horses till they died of exhaustion and 
.starvation, had to be carried over Ihe 
Albanian mountains in a chair by two 
soldiers, because he Is an old man. 
Even King Peter escaped, but only at 
the last moment, because he did not 
want to leave his country as long as

Of course ii was bitterly cold, nn« 
there was no sleep, as we had no 
blankets. I lay with my head on my 
little sack, thinking of our sad rate, 
and of our country, and wondering 
whether this was reality or a dream. 
I was thinking about you, my dear 
child, and then about my dear ones 
who stayed behind in Serbia — your 
grandmother, who is too dclicale to 
move, and your aunt who stayed, and 
all the sufferers lying near me. 

"Not far from us some soldiers had 
lit a fire and were warming them- 
selves — poor brave men. Now they 
arc very silent. From time to time 
we heard talking, hut no longer heard 
their gay soldier songs and flutes. 
Every one of us was silent: every one 
sad and heartbroken, everyone think- 
ing of the fate of our unhappy coun- 
try and of our soldiers. History will 
tell the truth to the world. 

"The next morning, very early, 
while the moon was still shining I 
had to go to a little brook to wash 
before we started. We wore walking 
now, climbing Mount Tcbakar (6000 
feet). The whole way was covered 
with snow, but that was the only pass 
to Scrutait After climbing •the moun- 
tain and descending on the other side, 
at the foot wc found a village, and 
you can Imagine how tired father and 
r were.
